May it please Your Excellency, 

We, the Commissioners of Education in Ireland, beg to submit the 
following General Report of our proceedings during the year 1908 : — 

The constitution of the Commission remains the same as it was at the close of 
1907, as set forth in our last Report, dated April 29, 1908. The names of the 
Commissioners are given infra, Appendix A, No. I., p. 10. 

We held five meetings during the year— Ordinary Quarterly Meetings on 
January 23, April 29, July 8, and October 15, and a Special Meeting on 
October 29. The Special Meeting was summoned for the execution of formal 
documents, involving the use of the Common Seal, which can take place only 
at Board Meetings. At the meeting of January 23 we elected Anthony Traill, 
Esquire, LL.D., M.D., Provost T.C.D., to be our Chairman, and Right Rev. 
Monsignor Byrne, P.P., V.G., to be our Vice-Chairman, for the year. A Table 
of the attendances of the Commissioners is given infra. Appendix A, No. IV. . 


The Standing Committee held nineteen meetings during the year. No 
meeting failed for want of a quorum. In Appendix A, No. V., p. 11, is given 
a Table of attendances of the Standing Committee. The names of those Com- 
missioners who constitute the Standing Committee are given — Appendix A, 
No. II., p. 10. ** 

No change has taken place in our Staff during the year. Their names are 
given in Appendix A, No. III., p. 10.

Compared with the year 1907, our gross income from all sources shows an 
increase of £364, and our total expenditure a decrease of £636. 


The increase in our income is due to the payments of “ Interest in lieu of 
Rent,” having been received in respect of estates recently sold, the rents of 
which would not have been paid in the ordinary course until the opening 
months of 1909. Rents show the small reduction of £3, decreases on the 
Armagh and Carysfort estates being counterbalanced by improved collections 
on the Dungannon and Banagher estates. 


Expenditure. Our ordinary expenditure on estate outgoings, cost of management, etc., was 
about £70 less than that for the previous year, owing to the allowances to 
Cappaloughlin tenants having ceased in consequence of the sale of the estate. 
The sum applied to educational purposes was £4,463 18s. 4d., a reduction of 
about £280 on that for 1907, which sum was retained to meet expenditure in the 
early portion of 1909. 

Balances. Our Income for the year exceeded our Expenditure by £845, and the sum 

total of our net credit balances on December 31, 1908, was accordingly greater 
by that amount than the sum total shown on the corresponding date of the 
previous year. 

Capital No change has taken place during the year in the Securities held by the 

Board, and our Stock Account remains as it was at the date of our last Report. 


Ulster Royal School Endowments. 

general. The Schools sharing in the Ulster Royal School Endowments continue, on 

the whole, to be efficiently conducted. The School Returns dealing with the 
Rolls, the Educational Results, and the condition of the Buildings, are, speak- 
incr generally, of a satisfactory character. Eor full particulars on these points 
we would refer to the Reports of our Secretary who, as Lord Lieutenant’s 
Inspector, visited the various Schools last autumn. These Reports will be 
found in Appendix C, infra , pp. 21-26. 

k timbers. The total number on the School Rolls for the year 1907-08 was maintained at 

the high level reached in the previous year, viz., 772. And if we include an 
additional School recently selected by one of the Local Boards under Section 
57 of the Scheme, but which failed to qualify, the total reaches 799. This 
Return compares very favourably with that of the year 1905-06, when 705 was 
the total The largest increases are those of Raphoe Royal School, 10; St. 
Patrick’s College, Cavan 9; and St.-Eunan’s, Letterkenny, 9; while the largest 
reductions are those of St. Patrick’s Academy, Dungannon, 12; Royal School, 
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Enniskillen, 11; and St. Michael’s College, Enniskillen, 7. The number of 
pupils presented for the Intermediate Examinations in 1908 was 435, or 78 per 
cent, of the gross Intermediate Rolls. This is a reduction on the year 1907, 
when the percentage was 81 , and this is the second year in succession in which 
such a reduced percentage has had to be recorded. 

Tested by the Intermediate Examinations, the efficiency of the Schools Efficiency, 
continues satisfactory, the percentage of Passes being 71 '4. This result is 
a marked improvement on that of 1907, when the percentage was 64‘8, and 
it also compares favourably with the high standard of 1906, when 70'6 was 
the percentage. The general results for the country as a whole also show an 
improvement this year, but not to the same extent, the percentage of Passes 
being 61 '1, as compared with 57‘1 in 1907. It will thus be seen that the superior 
position of the Schools with which we are dealing is well maintained, the 
percentages for those Schools and the general percentages for the whole country 
being respectively 71 '4 and 611. 

The state of the School Buildings generally is fairly satisfactory. A sub- School 
stantial proportion of the Endowments of each of the Protestant Local Boards Premises 
is devoted to the maintenance of the fabrics of the old Royal Schools, while the 
School premises managed by the Roman Catholic Boards, being comparatively 
new, require little expenditure to keep them in order. 

An important addition is being made to St. Macarten’s Seminary, 
Monaghan, with regard to which the Lord Lieutenant’s Inspector reports as 
follows: — “ In St. Macarten’s, the new wing alluded to in last report, is fast 
nearing completion, and when finished will go far to render St. Macarten’s one 
of the best equipped Schools in the country. Two new laboratories — a physical 
and a chemical — are being provided, as well as a spacious dormitory, and 
extra up-to-date lavatory accommodation.” 

Of the twelve Schools selected by the Local Boards of Education, we are “Qualified 
satisfied that eleven have fulfilled the conditions prescribed by the Scheme to Sohoo!s -” 
qualify them to share in the Endowments of their respective districts. We 
accepted as evidence of this qualification the Certificate of the Lord 
Lieutenant’s Inspector, who visited each of the Schools in September and 
October, 1908. See Appendix C, pp. 21-23. 

We print infra , pp. 28-42, the Annual Reports of the Local Boards of Educa- Local Board 
tion. The amount distributed among those Boards for the benefit of their 
respective School Districts was £3,166, allocated as follows: — Armagh, £527, 

Cavan, £242; Donegal, £209; Fermanagh, £897; and Tyrone, £1,291. 

We also paid to the Cavan Roman Catholic Board and to the Fermanagh 
Roman Catholic Board, the income of their respective Building Funds; and 
to the Fermanagh Protestant Board the rent received for Portora Point. 


OTHER ENDOWMENTS. 

Preston Endowment . — The gross income of this Endowment for the year, 
including dividends on the separate Capital Accounts of the Navan' and Abbey- 
leix Schools, and small Miscellaneous Receipts, was £755 12s. 7d., which being 
compared with that of the previous year, shows the marked reduction of 
£254. It is to be remembered, however, that the Receipts for 1907 were 
unusually large owing to the fact that, in view of the sale of the Estate, the 
Agent made a very successful collection, and to the further fact that a sub- 
stantial payment was received on account of a long outstanding debt. The 
amounts allocated to the several Schools having claims on the Endowment, 
after paynient of the necessary outgoings, were as follows: — King’s Hospital, 
Oxmantown, £141 5s. 3d.; Preston School, Navan, £272 10s. 4d.; and Preston 
School, Abbeyleix, £228 17s. 6d. 
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Preston School, Navan. — The Report of the Lord Lieutenant’s Inspector, 
which we print infra, page 27, states that: — “ The Schoolhouse and premises 
are in excellent repair .... Both the efficiency and discipline of the School 
are good.” It appears, however, from the Returns furnished with the Report 
that the School Roll has been reduced from twenty-six to twenty-two, and the 
average attendance from twenty-three to eighteen. 

Preston School, Abbeyleix. — We print infra, page 27, the Report of the Lord 
Lieutenant’s Inspector on this School. The School Roll, we regret to observe, 
has suffered a decrease which it could but ill afford, twenty taking the place of 
twenty-three. The Intermediate Results show an improvement on those of 
the previous year, the percentage of Passes having increased from fifty to 
sixty-six. 


Carysfort Endowment. — The number of Schools receiving grants from this 
Endowment still continues to be five, two being under Protestant and three 
under Roman Catholic management. The total sum available for educational 
purposes was £141, which we divided equally between the two religious 
denominations. The educational efficiency of these Schools, when it is remem- 
bered that the majority of them are situated in isolated country districts, may 
be pronounced fairly satisfactory. The National Board Inspector classifies 
three of the Schools as “ Good,” one as “ Fair,” and one as “ Middling.” In 
the case of one of the Schools, the unsuitable nature of the premises, previous!} 7- 
referred to, still continues. 

The Leamy Endowment, Limerick. — During the year we distributed between 
the Leamy Local Boards of Education the sum of £204 13s. 2d. The two 
Schools sharing in the Endowment continue to be conducted in a satisfactory 
manner, as shown by the Report of' the Lord Lieutenant’s Inspector, which 
is given infra, p. 27. It is gratifying to note that the Roll of the Leamy High 
School has been substantially increased, and that a large sum has been spent 
on the premises of the Leamy National School in effecting much needed im- 
provements and repairs. 

The Viscount Limerick Endowment, Dundalk. — Three Schools established 
their claim to share in this Endowment, namely: — St. Mary’s College, Dundalk, 
for twenty-nine pupils; the Educational Institution, Dundalk, for twenty-one 
pupils; and Christian Schools, Dundalk, for three pupils. We divided the sum 
of £53 between them, in proportion to these numbers. 

Bank's Endowment, Eyrecourt. — The Trustees of this Endowment again 
failed to submit a plan for its application, and having consulted the Manager 
of Eyrecourt National School, in accprdance with Sec. 6 of Scheme No. 128, we 
decided to continue the application of the funds to the same purpose to which 
they had been applied in the five preceding years, viz., to the teaching of such 
technical subjects as Shirt-making, Knitting, &c., in that School. The sum 
available was £15 12s. lid. The Inspector for the Commissioners of National 
Education, who visited the School in May last, states: — “ Shirt-making, Knit- 
ting and Underclothing have been successfully taught.” 

The Diocesan Schools and Banaglier Royal School Endowments. — We paid 
the following sums as prizes to preparatory grade pupils in the various locali- 
ties, on condition that the money should be applied towards the payment of the 
winners’ school fees for the ensuing year: — £12 to pupils of Schools in the 
Dioceses of Leighlin and Ossory, £26 to pupils of Schools in the Dioceses of 
Meath and Ardagh, £28 to pupils of Schools in the Dioceses of Tuam, Killala, 
and Achonry, and £28 to pupils of Schools in King’s County (Banagher Royal 
School District). Again, as was the case in the three previous years, we have 
been unable to award the whole of the Banagher Royal School Endowment 
owing to the lack of applicants. We offered £40 for competition, five prizes 
being set apart for boys and three for girls, but inasmuch as we had only one 
candidate for the three girls’ prizes, two of the prizes, amounting to £12, 
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could not be allocated. It may further be remarked, with regard to the boys’ 
prizes, that there was no competition, as there were only five qualified candi- 
dates for the five prizes. 

We are at present considering the advisability of altering the method of 
distributing the Banagher Royal School Endowment with a view to rendering 
a larger number of candidates eligible for the prizes, and so to put an end to the 
lack of applicants above referred to. 

Lattone School {Anne Hall Endowment ). — The Lord Lieutenant’s Inspector 
reports: — “ There has been considerable progress made in the educational 
condition since my last visit.” The Manager has not yet carried out 
the repairs in the old Girls’ School already sanctioned. Owing to increased 
attendance, he is anxious to have the plans reconsidered so as to provide 
for enlargement as well as repairs. 

Limerick Diocesan School Endozoment . — There was no expenditure in respect 
of this endowment during the year, and on December 31 last, the accumulations 
of income were represented by £252 13s. Id. cash, and £63 Is. 6d. Government 
Stock. 


Estate Management. 

In Appendix B, IV. and V:, p. 20, we give Summaries of our Rentals for the 
year 1906-1907, together with our Agents’ Accounts for the corresponding ' 
periods. At the date of the Agents’ Returns the gross rental showed a falling 
off of £14 14s. 0d., the figures being £2,923 18s. 4d., as compared with 
£2,938 12s. 4d. in the previous year. For this reduction the Tyrone Estate 
alone is accountable; the rental proper showing a diminution of £2 12s. 6d. 
owing to Land Court Fixtures, and the Bog Rental a diminution of £12 Is. 6d. 
As the latter rental is essentialty variable, the returns may be regarded as 
satisfactory. 

Arrears . — The Returns as to arrears compare unfavourably with those of the 
previous year, the sum total having increased from £1,866 Is. 7d. to 
£1,953 0s/7d. It is to be remembered," however, that owing to arrangements 
for sale, arrears, amounting to £68 10s. 8d., have since been cleared on the • 
Armagh and Banagher estates. 

Armagh Sale . — The tenants, with one exception, on our Armagh estate, have 
signed agreements for the purchase of their holdings under the Irish Land 
Act of 1903. The following are the terms: — 

1. A reduction of 4s. in the £ to Second-Term Tenants, and of 6s. in the £ 

to First-Term Tenants. 

2. Tenants to pay 3-£ per cent, interest on purchase money until completion of 

sale. 

3. Sporting Rights to be vested in the Tenants, and Mineral Rights to be 

vested in the Land Commission. 

Banagher Sale . — The Tenants on our Banagher estate have also agreed to 
purchase their holdings under the Act of 1903, and on the following terms: — 

1. A reduction of 6s. in the £. 

2. Game rights to be vested in the tenants. 

3. The bog to be divided among the tenants, as far as possible in proportion 

to the rent they pay. 

4. Mines and minerals to be vested in the Land Commission. 

5. Tenants to pay 3£ per cent, interest on Purchase-money until completion 

of sale. 
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All which we have the honour to submit to Your Excellency as our Report in 
the premises.

School Rolls . — The number of pupils on the rolls for the year just closed reaches the pleasing 
total of 799. But. it must be remembered that this total includes the rolls of twelve Schools, 
whereas for several years past only eleven Schools have been dealt with. Hence, if we are to 
institute a comparison between the present and previous Returns, the latest addition to the number 
of Schools, viz., the Ladies’ Collegiate School, Enniskillen, must be excluded, with the result 
that we find the total roll of the other eleven Schools to be exaetty the same for 1907-08 as it was 
for 1906-07, viz., 772. Last year this result was regarded as satisfactory, and there is no reason 
why it should not be so regarded still, marking, as it does, a substantial advance on what obtained 
in 1905 and 1906, when the numbers were 679 and 705 respectively. 

Although the total roll of the eleven Schools show's no change, since last year, variations are 
apparent in individual School rolls. The most marked increases are those of Raphoe Royal School, 
10; St. Patrick's College, Cavan, 9; and St. Eunan’s, Letterkenny, 9; while the most notable 
reductions are those of St. Patrick’s Academy, Dungannon, 12 ; Royal School, Enniskillen, 11 ; 
and St. Michael’s College, Enniskillen, 7. It is with particular regret that I note a reduced 
attendance at the Dungannon Academy, which, after a period of depression, showed what were 
regarded as pronounced signs of recovery last year. These signs, however, have not been 
maintained. 


The gross Intermediate rolls this year numbered 556, of whom 435 were presented for 
examination, that is, 78 per cent., while last year the figures were 548 and 447, or 81 per cent. 
The falling off in this respect is not a very material one, but I could wish that it did not exist at 
all, more especially as this is the second year in succession in which a reduced percentage has had 
to be recorded. It is only fair to state, however, that in the cases in which the want of proportion 
is most marked between the numbers on the Intermediate Roll and the numbers presented for 
examination, an explanation is to be found in the fact that the Schools concerned liave on their 
rolls a considerable number of backward hoys who are too old for the Preparatory Grade and of too 
low a standard of educational efficiency for any higher Grade. 

Educational Efficiency . — Tested by the results of -the recent Intermediate Examinations, the 
Schools, taken as a whole, have done very creditably. The successful candidates number 311 out 
of 435 who entered for the Examinations, that is, the percentage of “Passes” is 71‘4. This 
result compares very favourably with that of last year, when the percentage was 64'8, but it is 
to be remembered that the general results for the country as a whole also show an improvement 
this year, but not to the same extent, the general percentage of “ Passes ” being 611, as 
compared with 57' 1 in 1907. It will thus be seen that, although the Schools generally throughout 
the country and the particular .Schools with which we are dealing have both improved their 
position, the latter still maintain that supremacy to which attention has been called for years past, 
the particular and general percentages on the present occasion being 7T4 and 611. 


Judged by the Intermediate Examinations, four of the Schools selected to share in the 
Endowments liave advanced materially during the year. They are Armagh Royal School, St. 
Eunan s, Letterkenny, St. Macarten’s, Monaghan, and St. Michael’s, Enniskillen, their 
l ?a^ Ce ™ ag ?, S °! “ -Passes ’’ having risen ns follows:— Armagh, from 53 to 73; St. Eunan’s, from 
68 to 86; St. Macarten’s, from 61 to 77 ; and St. Michael’s, from 63 to 78. The Ladies’ Collegiate 
School, Enniskillen, with which w'e are dealing for the first time, sent only eicht pupils to 
examination, but its percentage of “ Passes ” is very creditable, viz., 75. The remaining Schools 
either show some improvement or practically hold their own. 


In analysing the results last year one could not help observing the number of failures which 
occurred m French and in Natural Philosophy. This year the remark continues to apply in the 
case oi French, but Natural Philosophy has recovered its position. 

Buildings, Equipment, <lc .— Speaking generally, the School buildings are in good order, and the 
teaching appliances are sufficient and suitable. In St. Macarten’s, the new wing alluded to in 
lastreport is fast nearing completion, and when finished will go far to render St. Macarten’s one 
ol the best equipped Schools m the country. Two new laboratories— a physical and a chemical— 
are being provided, as well as a spacious dormitory, and extra up-to-date lavatory accommodation. 
Some minor repairs have been effected in Armagh and Dungannon Royal Schools. In Enniskillen 
ltoyal bchool some useful cementing and wainscoting have been done, and in Raphoe Royal 
School two rooms m the Head Master’s quarters have been refreshed 


The Reports of the Department on the Science teaching are, speaking generally, very creditable, 
but some of the laboratories might be kept more tidily. 


I would call attention to the following points: — 

St. Patrick s, Armagh . — There are pronounced signs of dampness in the new dormitory 
where it adjoins the old building. 

; Raphoe Royal School — The dining hall should be done up, and the back of main building 
sadly needs attention. 

. St. Eunan’s, Letterkenny . — Dampness is apparent in the vicinity of the turrets. 

St. Michael’s, Enniskillen . — The recreation ground is poor, and the entrance is badly kept. 

St. Macarten’s, Monaghan . — The ventilation of the class rooms should be much better 
■ attended to. 

The Academy, Dungannon .— A supply of maps is required for the boys’ department. 
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Health. — The health prevailing in the Schools was excellent. A few isolated eases of infiuenza, 
chicken-pox, and mumps were the only forms of illness experienced during the year. 

Free Places. — AH the Schools advertised “ free education ” for at least two pupils, as 
prescribed by Section 59 of the Scheme. Armagh Royal School, St. Patrick’s College, Armagh, 
and St. Michael’s, Enniskillen, attracted no applications, while Enniskillen Royal School and 
Ladies’ Collegiate School had only one candidate each. For the other Schools the applications 
were fairly numerous, and in some cases the standard of excellence reached was very high. 

Local Boards. — The Local Boards, speaking generally, have duly observed the various require- 
ments of the Scheme. Minutes and accounts are, for the most part, accurately kept, but I should 
like to see an improvement in the attendance of some of the members. 

Ladies' Collegiate School, Enniskillen. — At a meeting held on April 3, 1908, the Fermanagh 
Protestant Board “ selected ” the Ladies’ Collegiate School to share in the Endowments, in 
accordance with Section 57 of the Scheme. The School is a struggling one, small in numbers, 
and poor in equipment, but, nevertheless, filling a want in Enniskillen, in that it is the only 
school of its type which prepares girls for the Intermediate Examinations. On this ground alone, 
I should be glad to see it receiving some of that material support of which it stands in need, but 
I am unable to certify it as “ qualified ’ ’ for the school year just concluded, on the following 
grounds : — 

1. Neither Experimental Science nor Greek, either of which is an essential subject under 

the Scheme in a school for boys and gilds, was taught during the year. . 

2. There were only fifteen pupils of the prescribed age receiving Intermediate Education 

during the year. The Scheme requires that there should be twenty such pupils. 

3. Only six pupils from the School passed at the recent Intermediate Examinations, while 

the number required by the Scheme is seven. 

Schedule I. Qualified Schools. — With the exception of the Ladies’ Collegiate School, above 
referred to, I am satisfied that all the necessary conditions have been fulfilled, and I beg to report 
the compliance by each of the other eleven Schools with the requirements of the Scheme in respect 
of the School year ended August 1, 1908. 

The matters which call for attention, and to which I have alluded above, will be made the 
subject of further reference in my detailed Report to His Excellency the Lord Lieutenant.

DETAILED REPORT OF THE LORI) LIEUTENANT’S INSPECTOR. 


Scheme Nc. 34. — Ulster Royal Schools Endowments. 

!• — Armagh Protestant Board of Education . — Four meetings were held during the year, but 
the attendance was scarcely all that could be desired, especially on the part of the 
ecclesiastical representatives of the Armagh Diocesan Council. I regret, to have to report 
the death of the Very Rev. Dean Shaw-Hamilton, which causes a vacancy amongst the 
representatives just referred to. The lay members take a genuine interest in the working 
of the School, notably Mr. Peel and the Hon. Secretary. 

Armagh Royal School . — There is a slight increase in the School Roll, while the Intermediate 
results show a pronounced advance on those of last year. The percentage of Passes has 
risen from 53 to 73, and of the many distinctions gained three are Exhibitions. As in 
previous years.. Languages are very creditable, and Mathematics, formerly weak, show 
marked signs of improvement. Once again I have to report that there were no applicants 
for the two free places offered for competition under Section 59 of the Scheme. The 
premises are in very fair repair, the entrance hall leading to Head Master’s quarters, one 
of the class halls, and the bath-room on ground floor having received attention during the 
year. The staircase leading to junior class hall is in bad condition, and the walls of study hall 
should be refreshed. A slight outbreak of chicken-pox at the busiest season of the year 
somewhat disorganised school work for a time. 


11 • — Armagh Roman Catholic Board of Education . — Four meetings have been held, and the 
attendance of members works out at nearly 60 per cent. This is satisfactory. The 
minutes and accounts are accurate^' kept, and were written up to date. 

St Patrick’s College, Armagh .— There is little change either in the School Roll or in the 
Intermediate Results. With its fine percentage of 82 Passes last year, St. Patrick’s easilv 
held pride of place amongst the selected schools, and this year’s result is little less meritorious, 
giving a percentage of 80 Passes. The only noticeably weak subject in the various grades 
was Irish, and I am glad to be able to report that during the year more attention was 
given to French and Drawing than had previously been the case. There were no candidates 
tor the tree places offered under Section 59 of the Scheme — an experience somewhat 
unusual for St. Patrick’s. There are pronounced signs of dampness in the new dormitory 
where it adjoins the old building — a state of things which, I think, should be reported to 
the architect at once. Ventilation should receive more attention, and the water supply 
ot one of the outdoor w.c.’s is defective. The care being bestowed on the recreation 
grounds should m time have very pleasing results. 


III. Cavan Protestant Board of Education . — The attendance of members was good 

working out at nearly 60 per cent.— but only three meetings were held during the vear. 
Arrangements are being made, however, to summon a meeting at an early date when a 
number of the members, absent from various causes, have returned home. The enterprise 
of the Governors m founding valuable scholarships has not met with the appreciation it 
T 1 ? • “if! was , <m 'y “ ne candidate, while in 1908 no applications were 

leceived. It is difficult to understand why these educational prises are not more sought 
after Three candidates presented themselves for the free places offered under the Scheme 
“1 Wefe s , u . ccesaful - . T , he Horn Secretary and some of the other members are 
eneigetic m working the Scholarship Fund, and it is to be hoped their labours will soon 
command the success they deserve. 

Cavan Royal School— An increase, welcome although slight, is noticeable in the School 
Roll, 35 taking the place of 33, while the percentage of Passes is similar to that of last

Recent chan es in the teaching Staff are expected to have beneficial results on the subjects 
which were found to be deficient. Some plaster work is required on the corridor leading

College, Cavan.— A. substantial improvement has taken place both in the

The Roll has nsen from 88 to 97, and the percentage of Passes from 68 to 74. Geometry 
fuTJf* Weal V bu * a P, leas “g P™°f of good all-round teaching is to be 
found m the fact that the number of failures in individual subjects is comparatively very 
small. j The attendance of pupils is very regular, the absentees, even among day coys who 
tfome long distances, being exceptional. Of the eleven candidates for the free places, the 
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Examiner did nob speak very highly. English, Grammar, and Analysis were reported to 
be weak, and the majority of the Compositions childish. St. Patrick’s is heavily handi- 
capped by the late age at which many of the pupils enter. A boy of fifteen or sixteen 
years of age who has received only a very ordinary primary school education does not form 
promising material for an Intermediate Class. It is a pity intending pupils cannot be 
induced to present themselves earlier. 

The premises generally are in good condition; class halls and baths have been refreshed, but 
I should like to see the Laboratory kept more tidily, and the ball court concreted. 

V. — Donegal Protestant Hoard of Education. — The attendance of members leaves something to 
be desired, two gentlemen having failed to attend a single meeting during the year, and 
four others having put in an appearance only once. The interest displayed by some 
members, however, made up for the slackness of their colleagues. Five meetings were 
held, and much care and thought were devoted to the management of the School. 

Raphoe Royal School. — The School Roll shows the pleasing increase of 10, bub the percentage 
of Intermediate successes is slightly lower than that of last year. The greatest number 
of failures occurred in the Junior Grade, where French was the weak subject; Mathematics 
and Experimental Science were good throughout, and Natural Philosophy, which was a 
fatal subject last year, has recovered its position. The returns in the Senior Grade were 
particularly satisfactory — five were presented and five passed. A feature of the year’s 
work was the success of the choir, which obtained . 333 marks out of a possible 400, or 
more, than 83 per cent. 

As to the premises, a couple of rooms in the Head Master’s quarters have been done up, 
but the dining hall sadly needs attention. The light in the girls’ class-room is defective, 
especially for Drawing, and would, I think, be improved by the removal of one of the trees 
growing in front of the building. The bath in Foster House should be enamelled, otherwise 
this department is in particularly good order. The plastering of the back of the main 
building is still a crying necessity. 

VI. — Donegal Roman Catholic Board- of Education. — The duties of this Board are very light, 
but the requirements of the Scheme as to the holding of statutory meetings are duly 
observed. When one considers the business to be transacted and the distance to be 
travelled, the attendance of members is fairly satisfactory, but one gentleman, I note, 
failed to attend a single meeting during the year. 

St. E-unan’s Seminary, Letterhenny. — The School Roll shows a still further increase on the 
substantial one reported last year, and now stands at 69, while the percentage of Inter- 
mediate successes reaches the fine record of 86. Judged by this latter test, St. Eunan’s 
easily takes first place among the twelve schools selected to share in the Ulster Royal 
School Endowments. French and Irish were weak, but Classics were good. Twenty-one 
candidates competed for the free places, of whom three scored over 70 per cent. The 
perfection of the domestic, arrangements referred to in last report is still maintained, the 
Science Hall is particularly well kept, but I was sorry to note signs of dampness in portions 
of the building — especially in the vicinity of the turrets. The. recreation grounds are now 
taking shape, and will, when completed, be in keeping with the internal arrangements of 
the establishment. 

VII. — Fermanagh Protestant Board of Education. — The businesslike interest taken by this 
Board in the affairs of the School is well maintained, and the attendance of members at 
Board meetings, which are regularly held, is satisfactory. The provisions of the Scheme 
are duly observed, and, as heretofore, the records of the Board are neatly and accurately 
kept. 

Enniskillen Royal School. — The School Roll shows a reduction of 11, but it is still well over 
100, which must be regarded as satisfactory. The percentage of intermediate successes 
is practically the same as last year, viz., 55 — not a very brilliant result, perhaps, but at 
least one which compares very favourably with that of 1906. The Report of the 
“ Department ” states that improvement has been made in the teaching of Experimental 
Science and Drawing, and an analysis of the Intermediate Results suggests that French 
has recovered somewhat from the weakness referred to last year. There was no competition 
for the free jdaces offered, only one candidate, who was found up to the required standard, 
presenting himself. The School Hall and passage leading to the Study Hall have during 
the year received much-needed attention. They have been re-coloured, and some very 
useful work in wainscoting has been done. Some cementing has also been carried out, 
but this work should be extended at the back of main building. The interior generally 
is now in very good order. 

Ladies' Collegiate School. — By resolution of April 3, 1908, the local Board “ selected” this 
School to share, in the Endowments, in accordance with Section 57 of the Scheme. I found, 
however, that it had not “ qualified ” on the following grounds: — (1) Neither Experimental 
Science nor Greek, either of which is an essential subject under the Scheme in a school 
for boys and girls, was taught during the year; (2) there were only fifteen pupils of the 
prescribed age receiving Intermediate Education during the year; (3) Only six pupils 
passed at the recent Intermediate Examination. Recognising that the School is doing useful 
work, notwithstanding its poor equipment and limited numbers, I should very much have 
liked to recommend the Board to use their dispensing powers in its favour for the past 
year, but not being “ satisfied ” that the required conditions will be fulfilled in the coming 
year, I did not feel myself at liberty to do so. 

Passing six pupils out of seven presented is, I think, a very creditable result for an establish- 
ment of the slender resources of the Collegiate School. 
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VIII. — Fermanagh Roman Catholic Board of Education. — I found the accounts and minutes 
written, up to date — a pleasing contrast to last year — but in the case of two cheques drawn 
in favour of St. Michael’s School, Enniskillen, it did not appear to what purposes the 
money was to be applied. Five meetings of the Board were held, at which the attendance 
of clerical members was very good, but that of lay members was poor — -two gentlemen 
failing to attend a single meeting during the year. This will necessitate co-options to fill 
the vacancies thus caused. 

St. Macarten's Seminary, Monaghan. — The School Roll showed a slight reduction (two) 
compared with that of last year, while as regards Intermediate Results, the School lias 
recovered the high position which it had temporarily lost, a percentage of 61 successes last 
year giving place to one of 77 on the present occasion. The number and nature of the 
distinctions gained, too, have resumed their old standard. Mathematics and Irish were 
very good all round — even brilliant — and any noticeable weakness there showed itself in 
Languages. There was good competition for the free places (twenty applicants for four 
places), and the standard of merit attained was proportionately high. The premises are 
in good order, and the new wing, w'hich is fast nearing completion, will, when finished, go- 
far to render St. Macarten’s one of the best-equipped schools in the country. Splendid 
outside lavatory accommodation has been provided, and two fine ball courts are being 
erected. The ventilation of the class rooms should be much better attended to. 

St. Michael’s School, Enniskillen. — The School Roll has suffered the substantial reduction of 
seven — from thirty-eight to thirty-one, but there are signs that this is only a temporary 
phase. The Intermediate Results are very creditable — a percentage of 78 successes — no 
grade and no subject being noticeably weak. English appears to have been particularly well 
taught. 

The playground is poor, and the entrance to the school premises should be more tidily kept. 
If funds are not available to concrete the ground, some gravel should be spread, especially 
near the entrance gate. In the residential quarters the ceiling of the staircase in the 
entrance hall needs plaster, and there are signs of damp 'in the recreation room, which are 
reproduced in the class-room beneath; otherwise the premises, sanitation, ventilation, &c., 
are in good order. 

IX. — Tyrone Protestant Board of Education. — Six meetings were held during the year, and 
the attendance of members has much improved. Some confusion appears to have existed 
as to the method of filling casual vacancies amongst the representatives of the various 
electing bodies, but the procedure in this matter has now been definitely settled. The 
provisions of the Scheme are duly observed, and the members of the Board are earnest 
in consulting for the best interests of the School. 

Dungannon Royal School. — The percentage of successes at the Intermediate Examinations 
is similar to that of lust year, viz., 05. This is creditable, but it does not reach the 
standard attained for several years previous to 1007. The high School Roll is still 
maintained, even slightly increased, 132 taking the place of 181. Classics and Experimental 
Science were particularly good, and many distinctions were obtained, but French was weak 
in some grades. The standard reached by the free place candidates was low, only one 
place being awarded, although eight competed. 

In the girls’ department twenty-one entered for the Intermediate Examination, and fifteen 
passed. English and French were very creditable. The woodwork of the windows 
generally needs attention, also the boarders’ study. One of the Assistant Masters’ rooms 
has been done up, and drawing desks of a modern type have been provided. In the girls’ 
department things are in good order, but some storage room should be found for the 
pupils’ boxes. In their present location (outside the dormitory) they collect dust and 
interfere with the free passage of air. 


X. — Tyrone Roman Catholic Board of Education. — Two members have not attended a 
meeting since their co-option in December last, which co-option was rendered necessary 
. owing to failure of attendance in the previous year. Under the circumstances it might 
bo well if some fresh blood were introduced. The attendance of the majoritv was 
satisfactory, four meetings were held, and the minutes are well kept. 

St. Patrick’s Academy, Dungannon. — I am sorry to have to report a substantial reduction 
in the School Roll — fifty-seven taking the place of sixty -nine — which means that the satis- 
factory increase of seventeen reported last year has not been maintained. As I said 
before, the great desideratum of this School is a strong School Roll, and it is something 
to think that, even with the set-back above referred to, the return showed an increase 
of five on that for 1906. Out of forty-eight pupils presented for the Intermediate Examina- 
tions thirty-nine passed, that is, over 81 per cent., a very creditable result, which entitles 
St. Patrick’s, on the ground of percentages, to second place amongst the schools sharing 
m the Ulster Royal School Endowments. English and French were good, but Geometry, 
in the boys’ department, showed signs of weakness. The girls’ department, deserves 
special note in that of twenty-three pupils presented, in the various grades, cnly one 
failed, a result all the more meritorious as the daily attendance was far from regular. 
The applicants for free places were fairly numerous, but the standard of answering was 
low. As suggested in last Report, wash-basins have been provided for the pupils but 
maps are still wanting in the boys’ department. * ’

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Scheme No. 55. — Diocese of Meath. Preston (Navan) Endowment. 

The Schoolhouse and premises are in excellent repair. The teaching staff consists of Head 
Master, Assistant Master, and Lady Teacher. Both the efficiency and discipline of the 
School arc good. Separate class-rooms are provided for the Teachers. The Assistant 
Master at present occupying the post has been recently appointed, and has high-class 
testimonials, having obtained a Senior Grade Intermediate Scholarship, a Scholarship from 
Royal College of Science, and an Experimental Science Sizarship in Trinity College, Dublin.

Scheme No. 95.— Leamy Endowments, Limerick. 

Leamy l'rotoatunb Board. — The stated quarterly meetings were held, and members attended 
with fair regularity, the average number of attendances working out at over 50 per cent. 
I note that a new member, Mr. Leverey, did not sign the Declaration Book at the first 
meeting which he attended. T am informed that this oversight will be made good at next 
meeting, and the fact that it occurred can, I think, be explained by the absence of the 
Secretary, who, I regret to say, has been rather seriously ill. The minutes and accounts 
are well kept, and I am satisfied that the Endowment is being administered to the best 
advantage. 

Leamy High School. — The School Roll, I am glad to say, is stronger than on the occasion 
of my previous visit, the number having increased from 35 to 41. All the pupils are 
Protestants, and the Denominations are represented ns follows : — Episcopalians, 27 ; 
Presbyterians, 7; Methodists, 4 ; Baptists, 3. In the Spring an outbreak of measles 
occurred, which seriously interfered with the School work, and, in addition, the Inter- 
mediate Class lost the services of the Head Mistress, Miss Mercer, for a considerable 
period, through influenza. Again I have to express satisfaction at the excellent manner 
in which this School is managed; teaching, tone, and discipline, are good; but as to the 
premises, the walls and some of the wainscoting of the stairs need attention. 

Leamy Roman Catholic Board. — Much has been done by the Roman Catholic Board to 
improve the old Leamy School premises. At last the antiquated windows, so often 
condemned, have been replaced by large well-hung windows eminently calculated to admit 
the maximum of light and air, and the beneficial effect on the atmosphere of the various 
class-rooms is most noticeable. The cost of recent improvements was large (.€220), but 
good work has been done. Meetings are regularly held, the attendance of members is 
good, the records of the Board are neatly kept, and the provisions of the Scheme are 
duly observed. 

Leamy National School. — -The numbers ou the Roll and in average attendance for the first 
quarter of the present year were -138 and 335 respectively, as compared with 443 and 345 
for the first quarter of 1907. On the day of my visit there were 383 pupils in attendance. 
The National Board Inspector classifies the School as “ Excellent,” and says that “ A very 
high standard of efficiency is maintained.” I was well pleased with the Reading, which 
was intelligent, and with the practical method of teaching Geography, while the discipline, 
even in the Infant School, leaves little to be desired. The walls of the various class-rooms 
need re-colouring, and I should like to see a wash-basin provided for the juniors. The 
accumulation of filth in the laneway adjoining the School premises, alluded to in my last 
Report, is still allowed to continue.

Scheme No. 111. — Preston Endowment, Queen’s County. 

Since my last Inspection, which took place early in October, 1907, three meetings of the 
Governing Body have been held, viz., in October and November, 1907, and in February, 
1908. No meeting has been held since. This is not a healthy sign. If the Governors 
and their Secretary take a practical interest in the management of the School, the long 
period between February and October should not be allowed to elapse without a meeting 
being held. It is only fair to state that the attendance at such meetings as were held 
was very respectable — it works out at about 50 per cent. The minutes and accounts are 
. well kept, but I should like to see the Bank Book made up monthly. Financially, the 
Governing Body are about €50 better off than they were last year. 

The School Roll, I am sorry to say, has been diminished — 20 (of whom 6 are boarders) taking 
the place of 23. Of these, 10 were, in the Intermediate Classes immediately prior to the 
Examinations, 6 were presented, and 4 passed. An epidemic of measles, which broke 
out last term, and necessitated the prolonged absence of some of the pupils, accounts, I 
think, for the comparatively poor Intermediate Results. As in previous years, Experimental 
Science and Mathematics were very creditable, but Languages were weak in the Junior 
Grade. The premises generally are in very good order, except for damp spots in the 
Dining Room, and on the staircase walls. Order and neatness still continue characteristic 
of the establishment.
